Funding threat 
to safe cycling 
course for kids

A CYCLING skills course 
which teaches road safety to 
children is under threat after 
a travel scheme lost out on 
more than £lmillion in 
government funding. 

Travel Luton, a Luton council 
initiative which encourages 
residents to use sustainable 
transport methods, has failed 
in its bid to get £1.5m from the 
Department for Transport’s 
Local Sustainable Travel Fund. 

The scheme funds the work of 
charities such as Sustrans, 
which works with more than 
5,000 pupils and parents in ten 
schools across the town. 

Travel Luton has managed to 
secure £800,000 from the 
South-East Midlands Local 
Enterprise Partnership 
(SEMLEP) but the council said 
it was now looking at alterna¬ 
tive sources of funding to make 
up the shortfall. 

Alec James, a spokesman for 
Sustrans, said the failed £1.5 
million bid was a ‘real serious 
cause for concern’ for the char¬ 
ity, which last year received 
£100,000 from Travel Luton. 

The charity runs the govern¬ 


ment’s ‘Bikeability’ course in 
Luton and teaches children 
about bike-riding skills and 
safety awareness. 

However, Mr James said that 
unless Sustrans could get 
funding from elsewhere, it 
faced having to cut its service. 

Last year the charity deliv¬ 
ered 124 activities across 
schools in Luton. 

He said: “The Bikeability 
course is especially good in 
Luton because it’s about 
delivering quality cycle train¬ 
ing in schools and we have 
purchased a few bikes the kids 
can use, and it’s helped them. 

“We do Bikeability through¬ 
out the country and kids bring 
their own bikes but in Luton 
buying your own bikes can be 
very expensive, so the road 
training would be at serious 
threat of going and so it’s a real 
cause for concern. 

“Being a charity our funding 
can be very difficult and this 
type of government funding is 
very essential to what we do. It 
will be hard to keep providing 
this service to schools. 

“The worst case scenario is 
that we have to pull it so our 
next step is to try and source 
external funding elsewhere.” 


A spokesman for Luton coun¬ 
cil said the failed bid had been 
submitted along with Central 
Bedfordshire Council and had 
been for the 2015/16 financial 
year. 

He said it had been aimed at 
expanding Travel Luton’s trav¬ 
el planning service which they 
offered to residents and 
businesses. 

He added: “The councils will 
now explore if these services 
can be delivered in other ways, 
for example via the Dunstable 
Travel Hub and forthcoming 
Luton Travel Centre, and if any 
alternative funding sources 
exist. 

“The councils did however 
successfully secure additional 
capital project funding of 
£800,000 under the same fund 
from the South-East Midlands 
Local Enterprise Partnership 
(SEMLEP). 

“This is aimed at infrastruc¬ 
ture improvements including 
proposals for two new stops on 
the Luton Dunstable Busway 
together with improving the 
surfacing, entrances and exits 
for pedestrians and cyclists on 
its shared use path, and this 
will now allow plans to be 
drawn up for consultation.”

Coroner told of mystery 
of man’s sudden death

A CORONER'S Court has been 
told about the mysterious death 
of a 25-year-old student from 
Sudden Adult Death Syndrome. 

George Edusei Kofi Danso, from 
Houghton Regis, had been com¬ 
plaining for two days of having 
stomach pain and vomiting. 

He went to St James’s Hospital 
in Leeds for the first time on July 
1, 2013, when doctors carried out 
tests to see what was wrong but 
could find nothing wrong. 

On Tuesday, Northamptonshire 
Coroner’s Court heard how Mr 
Danso’s death was a complete 
mystery to the medical profes¬ 
sion as even after the autopsy, 
there was no clue to why he died. 

One of the people who treated 
him in Leeds was Dr Lawrence 
Caldicott. 


He asked Mr Danso to tell him 
on a scale of zero to ten how 
much pain he was in (zero being 
nothing and 10 the worst) Mr 
Danso said ten. He was given 
medicine to stop him feeling sick 
and after 30 minutes he said the 
pain had become a five. 

Giving evidence, Dr Caldicott 
said: “I felt he had been treated 
appropriately and it was a total 
mystery as to why he died.” 

Mr Danso became unwell as he 
travelled home and texted one of 
his sisters who lived in the area 
telling her he was unwell and 
needed to rest. 

His sister, Michelle, fetched 
him and he spent the rest of the 
day with her. The next day she 
drove him to Houghton Regis. 

But on the way his condition 
deteriorated and he collapsed at 
a motorway service station. 

An ambulance was called and 


he was rushed to Northampton 
General Hospital where medical 
staff tried to resuscitate him. 

However, he was pronounced 
dead on July 3, two days after 
first seeing doctors in Leeds. An 
extensive autopsy was carried 
out and Mr Danso’s heart was 
sent to a heart specialist in 
London but she could find noth¬ 
ing wrong. 

His sister said shortly after he 
died, George received a letter 
saying he had got a first class 
degree with honours from 
university. 

She said: “He saw good in 
everyone and his death has had a 
profound effect on all the 
family” 

Deputy coroner for 
Northamptonshire, Rodney Haig 
recorded a verdict of death from 
natural causes. He described the 
death as “tragic”.

When he 
checked his wallet, a second 
woman appeared and demanded 
he hand over his wallet. 

She then tried to grab it from his 
grasp and the first woman 
punched him in the face. Both 
women then left empty-handed.

Daniel Acheampong’s film was 
shown at the Trispace Gallery in 
Bermondsey on Thursday. 

The 21-year-old drew on his per¬ 
sonal experience of regularly eat¬ 
ing junk food while at university 
to find out what influences 16-34 
year-olds to eat fast food. 

The 16-minute documentary 
canvassed the views of psycholo¬ 
gists and dieticians, as well as the 
thoughts of students from 
Stanmore College in Middlesex.

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Miracle Ava is finally 
back with her family

A FIVE-YEAR-OLD girl who spent 
more than six months in hospital 
after surviving four heart attacks 
has finally returned home. 

Ava Mear, from Caddington, was 
discharged from Tadworth Hospital 
in Surrey last weekend following an 
amazing journey which began when 
she fell ill on January 12 this year. 

At the time she was taken to Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital and then trans¬ 
ferred to Great Ormond Street 
Hospital (GOSH) in London. 

Doctors diagnosed Ava as having a 
streptococcal infection which spread 
through toxic shock. 

It was at this stage that she had 
managed to pull through from four 
heart attacks. 

Ava’s father, Clive Mear, said that 
she was ‘back to 90 per cent’ and that 
the family was ‘thrilled to bits’ to 
have her back. 

Mr Mear said Ava was due to return 
to school in September but doctors 
were still monitoring her progress. 

He said: “It’s a little bit unknown 
because of her balance and walking 
issues. 

“They do not know how her brain 
might repatch itself because the ill-

ness caused some brain damage so 
it’s a matter of waiting. 

“She goes back to school part-time 
in September and we will see how she 
reacts to going back to school.”

THE Duke of Cambridge is to become a 
helicopter pilot with East Anglian Air 
Ambulance (EAAA) charity next year, it 
has been announced. 

Prince William will join the charity in 
Spring 2015 after completing a manda¬ 
tory period of training this autumn. 

He will be based at Cambridge and 
Norwich Airports and will fly on both 
the day and night shifts. 

Kensington Palace House said the

He will be formally employed by Bond 
Air Services but will donate his entire 
salary to the charity.

Pilot’s Licence (Helicopter) begins in 
September and is estimated will take a 


minimum of five months to finish. 

Andrew Egerton-Smith, chairman of 
EAAA, said: “Having the Duke of 
Cambridge as one of our pilots is mar¬ 
vellous news as he brings much experi¬ 
ence to the charity after his successful 
career as a search and rescue pilot.

Town growing too 
fast warns ex-GP

A RETIRED GP has said proposals to build 
almost 6,000 houses in Dunstable and 
Houghton Regis will have a negative impact 
as she says there are not enough medical 
facilities to deal with a population increase. 

Dr Mary Hawking said Dunstable has had a 
shortage of GPs and surgeries since 1998, and 
that medical provision in the area has not kept 
up with an increase in population. 

Central Bedfordshire Council is planning to 
build 31,000 homes over the next 15 years, with 
5,941 slated for Dunstable and North Houghton 
Regis. 

Dr Hawking, who lives in Dunstable, worked 
at Kingsbury Court Surgery in Church Street, 
Dunstable, from 1979 until her retirement last 
year. She said the town was heading for a ‘total 
disaster’ if the council did not build infra¬ 
structure for the housing. 

Central Bedfordshire said providing suitable 
healthcare facilities was ‘firmly on the agenda 
for everyone involved in Dunstable and the 
wider area’. 

Dr Hawking said: “In Dunstable we knew 
that we were short of GPs and surgeries in 
1998. The population has increased and there’s 
no increase in GPs and surgeries. 


“Central Bedfordshire Council has talked 
about building a Dunstable Medical Centre on 
the site of the old Dunstable Magistrates’ 
Court but my understanding is that there’s a 
bit of an argument about who is going to fund 
it. The problem which has been festering for 
many years is not being addressed - the prac¬ 
tices are already overburdened. 

“If you then increase the population rapidly 
and dramatically without increasing provi¬ 
sion of health services, you’re going to end up 
in a situation where the primacy care and 
secondary care centres can’t cope, and you’re 
heading for a total disaster. As far as I can tell 
there is no plan to deal with it.” 

Jason Longhurst, the council’s director of 
regeneration and business, said the authority 
wanted to build ‘sustainable communities 
that have the necessary infrastructure and 
services available to them’. 

He added: “The Dunstable town centre mas¬ 
terplan (adopted in 2011) does allocate a pos¬ 
sible site that would be suitable for a new 
medical centre but this would need to be com¬ 
missioned by the NHS. 

“The provision of suitable healthcare facili¬ 
ties remains firmly on the agenda for everyone 
involved in Dunstable and the wider area, 
including local GPs.” 

The council’s consultation on their housing 
plans ends on August 26.

WWl soldier picture 
donated to university

A FORMER Luton student 
has donated a photo of a 
World War One soldier who 
served in the Bedfordshire 
Yeomanry Regiment for a 
display marking 100 years 
since Britain joined the war. 

Dr Frank Beavington of 
Ryarsh, Kent, who studied at 
the Luton Commercial School 
(now the University of 
Bedfordshire) in the 1940s 
has given the university a pic¬ 
ture of his father, Edward 
Norman Beavington, who 
enlisted in August 1914 after 
losing out on a coin-spin to 
his brother Dick. 

Edward, who was also 
known as Jack, saw action on 
the Somme and at Cambrai

and was awarded the 1914-15 
Star, British War Medal and 
the Victory Medal. 

He returned to the UK in 
1918 and ran two farms in 


Thurleigh, North 

Bedfordshire, before his pre¬ 
mature death in 1937. 

The university has used his 
picture for a ‘Commemorative 
Reflection Station’ set-up to 
mark 100 years since Britain 
entered the First World War. 

Dr Beavington said: “I 
wasn’t born when my father 
served in the First World War, 
but I’m well aware of the joy 
and relief shared by my broth¬ 
ers and sisters on his safe 
return home. 

“I have fond memories of my 
time in Luton and have 
followed the school’s 
progress right through to its 
current form as the University 
of Bedfordshire, so donating 
the photograph to the 
institution seemed like the 
natural choice.”

The aim of the grouse 
moor managers is to 
encourage and promote 
the conservation and 
enhancement of the ecol¬ 
ogy and natural beauty of 
heather moorland. 

Under the careful man¬ 
agement of our members; 
the black grouse, ring 
ouzel, merlin, lapwing, 
golden plover and curlew 
are just a few amber or 
red listed birds that have 
refuges on driven grouse 
moors. All are benefiting 


directly from grouse moor 
gamekeepers undertaking 
legal predator control and 
habitat management 
funded by grouse shoot¬ 
ing. 

As red grouse are wild, 
sympathetic management 
of the moors is all our 
members can do to safe¬ 
guard the population and 
encourage a viable surplus 
to then be harvested by 
shooting. It makes no 
sense to deliberately 
‘damage or destroy’ the 
habitat on which the 
grouse depend. Over 70 
per cent of grouse moors 
are designated as SSSI for 


flora and fauna. With des¬ 
ignation comes regulation 
and the Moorland 
Association feels that a 
further regulatory frame¬ 
work is at least unneces¬ 
sary red tape and at worst 
could be damaging to the 
huge progress now being 
made with statutory and 
other bodies on peatland 
restoration on grouse 
moors. Public money 
received by grouse moor 
managers is a fraction of 
private investment and 
sits within CAP rules for 
delivering public good.

W E were having an 
evening of nos¬ 
talgia on how our 
pubs had 

changed in the last 30 years. 
I was even looking back 
fondly on such beers as 
Watneys Red Barrel and 
draft Double Diamond. 

The present Mrs Lowe 
brought up her fondness of a 
combination of Mackeson 
and Vimto, but then she is 
from Leicester. 

During the course of this 
conversation someone asked 
what had happened to beer 
mats. 

They are remembered by 
their complete absence these 
days. 

Mats were much more than 
practical, although they did 
stop condensation 

dripping all over your clothes. 

For some they were highly 
collectable, as a kind of beer 
lovers’ token. 

Bachelors in particular - 
what a quaint word - seemed 
to adorn their bedsits with 
them, along with pin-ups and 
the occasional traffic cone. 

There were even beer mat 
conventions, where one could 
see the world’s examples 
and add to your own 
collection. 

More usefully many a land¬ 
lord used them for propping 
up wonky tables. 

We used to build little card 
houses on the bar in the early

evening and later flip them at 
each other. 

Then there was the game of 
stacking them at the edge of 
the table and seeing if you 
can flip them and catch them 
all without dropping any. 

Or ripping a bit out and then 
sticking it across the bridge of 
your nose and saying to 
someone, will you stop 
chucking beer mats please 
you imbecile. 

They were of course, 
mainly an advertising tool 
and, sometimes, like the 
sleeves of vinyl record 
albums, a work of art. Today 
you simply do not see them. 

Changing habits have been 
blamed, or the makers going 
out of business, or the fact 
they are less practical than 
the beer towels and drip 
trays. 

One theory blames the EU, 
surprise, surprise. 


A more logical one lays it at 
the door of the smoking ban 
in pubs. Smokers would 
absent mindedly tear them 
into little pieces, as some¬ 
thing to do with their hands, 
unable to hold the fag. 

So, like a true investigative 
journalist, I decided to ask.

A COMMUNITY project has 
finally found a permanent 
home after 13 years 
without one.

He added: “Before the offi¬ 
cial opening there was a lot of 
excitement, I had the door to 
the shop open and people 
coming in to have a look 
around and they were really 
impressed.” 

For the last two weeks there 
was a trial opening at the 
centre for a summer school, 
before the official opening, 
due yesterday (Saturday). 


Mr Evelyn said: “The last 
two weeks have been very 
well received. 

“We’ve had nine kids come 
in for the summer school, 
learning free running, 
martial arts and life skills. 

“We’ve also had kids and 
adults signing up for classes 
for the coming months.”

NEWLY released figures 
show Luton parents as 
among the worst offenders 
for taking kids out of school 
during term time. 

The figures have Luton 
ranked fifth in the country 
for the amount of fines given 
to parents, with 2,249 in 
2013-14 given to parents who 
took their kids out of school 
for holidays. 

This makes for a 61 per cent 
increase in the town, with 


1,395 fines issued in total 
during 2012-2013. 

However, Luton is below the 
nationwide average increase of 
around 70 per cent. 

Nearly 80 per cent of coun¬ 
cils asked responded to the 
survey, with Luton only 
trailing Lancashire, Kent, 
Leicester and West Sussex as 
the nation’s worst offenders. 

Overall, the research 
showed that at least 63,837 
parents in England were 
fined over the last year, 
compared to 37,650 in the 12 
months before. 


Recent changes to regula¬ 
tions mean head teachers can 
no longer grant 10 days holi¬ 
day ‘in special circumstanc¬ 
es,’ but now only ‘in excep¬ 
tional circumstances’ in a 
recent clamp down. 

A Luton Borough Council 
spokesman said: “Recent 
changes to guidance mean 
that schools are advised that 
they should only authorise 
term-time in exceptional 
circumstances. 

“Luton schools apply this 
guidance rigorously and 
consistently.”

Vivaros pass halfway

THE roll-out of 1,179 Body 
Worn Video cameras (BWV) 
to our police officers is set to 
have a dramatic impact on 
the effectiveness of justice in 
the county. 

The unequivocal evidence 
provided by BWV footage of 
incidents will increasingly 
encourage guilty defendants 
to plead just that, instead of 
taking a punt on a not guilty 
plea, a clever defence lawyer 
and victims failing to attend 
court because they don’t 
want to be forced to relive 
their traumatic experience. 

More guilty pleas from 
guilty defendants will 
increase the speed with 
which justice is done, reduc¬ 
ing court and legal costs, and 
reducing the amount of 
police officer time spent in 
court and preparing for cases. 

It is estimated that the 
financial value of the effi¬ 
ciencies gained from the roll¬ 
out of BWV in Bedfordshire 
and across the joint units we 
share with our neighbours in 
Hertfordshire and 

Cambridgeshire could be as 
much as £2.7million a year. 

I have already alluded to the 
advantage of BWV incident 
footage for victims, namely 


that it provides evidence so 
that they don’t need to. There 
are even more advantages 
too. 

For those occasions where 
officers do make a mistake 
grounds for complaint from 
the public will be confirmed, 
but equally where a com¬ 
plaint is vexatious the officer 
will have the protection of 
what the camera saw. 

Even where there are not 
grounds for a complaint BWV 
footage can nonetheless 
provide an invaluable train¬ 
ing tool for officers. 

Furthermore there is 
evidence to suggest that offic¬ 
ers having the capacity to 
record an incident on BWV 
can diffuse an otherwise 
volatile situation, thus 
providing protection for 
officers and public alike. 

BWV is just one example of 
how technology has the 
capacity to transform 


policing and the effectiveness 
of the criminal justice system 
as a whole. 

Other examples include 
mobile data access for 
officers via tablets so that 
they can spend more time out 
in local neighbourhoods, and 
the greater use of GPS tags on 
that I strongly advocate. 

However, technology is only 
one of our approaches to 
making the savings needed 
due to government funding 
reductions, whilst using our 
resources more efficiently 
and maximising our front 
line strength. 

We are also doing ever 
greater joint working with our 
neighbours in Hertfordshire 
and Cambridgeshire. 

It is the success of our 
approach that has allowed us 
to recruit 90 new front line 
police officers, 58 of whom 
are in training, with 32 to be 
recruited this autumn.

THE DOORS to Luton’s Vauxhall 
Heritage Centre will open in a few 
weeks to give the public a rare 
opportunity to see its collection of 
classic vehicles. 

Based in Park Street in Luton, 
people will have an opportunity to 
have a rare glimpse of iconic classic 
models produced by the firm, dat¬ 
ing from as early as 1903, as well as 
a number of upcoming Vauxhalls. 

There are also a number of unique 
concept cars which will be on dis¬ 
play, with over 50 vehicles in total. 

This year, the Vauxhall Heritage 
Centre’s Open Day will highlight a 
multitude of milestones from the 
collection. 

The D-Type Staff Car, a true icon 
of the First World War, celebrates its 
centenary in 2014. It is one of only 
two remaining in the world and 
will be on display. 

The vehicle, pictured right, was 
used to transport King George V to 
Vimy Ridge in 1918. 

Vauxhall produced more than 
1500 D-type staff cars for military 
use, which saw action in theatres as 
diverse as the Western Front, East 
Africa, Russia and Palestine. 

The Firenza ‘dropsnoot’ will be 
available for viewing as it marks its 
40 years since the start of 
production. 

Lastly, the Calibra and Vauxhall 
Lotus Carlton, pictured far right, 
mark their quarter century since the 
first models rolled out of the plant 
and onto the forecourt this year. 


The 3.6-litre Carlton, launched in 
1989, was one of the true icons of its 
day, producing 377bhp courtesy of 
its twin turbos, allowing it to make 
60mph in 5.4 seconds before hitting 
a top speed of 176mph. 

Not bad for what was essentially a 
Vauxhall Carlton, albeit with some 
modifications under the bonnet. 

The VXR brand will also be recog¬ 
nised, with the brand new VXR8 


GTS on display. 

Sporting a 6.2-litre V8 engine, 
which produces just shy of 600bhp, 
this new model is designed to com¬ 
pete directly with the BMW M5. 

This also coincides with the 10 
year anniversary of the introduc¬ 
tion of the VXR brand and as such 
there will also be a Vauxhall VX220 
on show. 

The day provides a great chance 


for petrol heads of all ages to get 
close to some iconic cars, but there 
will be plenty of other activities for 
those not so interested in motors. 

Aside from the cars on display, the 
day will also feature entertainment 
for children such as pedal cars and 
face painting. 

Food and refreshments will be on 
sale throughout the day.

Guardians of the Galaxy

In cinemas now 

“I’M HOOKED on a feeling”... 
and that feeling is Guardians 
of the Galaxy is awesome. 

From the witty script and 
fantastic soundtrack to the 
on-screen chemistry and great 
production values, this is 
undoubtedly the blockbuster 
of the summer. 

Director James Gunn has 
devised a beautifully-ren¬ 
dered space opera platform 
for his rag-tag group of space 
bandits. 

They are led by human scaven¬ 
ger Peter ‘Star-Lord’ Quill (Chris 
Pratt, pictured), a man who is still 
sporting his Walkman, complete 
with an eclectic mix of his 
deceased mum’s 70s/80s tunes, 
since being abducted from earth 
in 1988. 

He’s joined by other misfits 
- deadly assassin Gamora 
(Zoe Saldana), maniacal 
revenge-driven Drax the 
Destroyer (former WWE 
champ Dave ‘The Animal’ 
Bautista), powerful tree-like 
humanoid Groot (voiced by 


Vin Diesel) and gun-totting 
racoon Rocket (voiced by 
Bradley Cooper) - who reluc¬ 
tantly team-up to try stop a 
powerful stone falling into the 
hands of the villainous Ronan 
the Accuser (Lee Pace). 

This mysterious source - 
which links in nicely to simi¬ 
lar artefacts prevalent in 
Marvel’s Avengers world by 
featuring The Collector 
(Benecio Del Toro), who was 
seen at the end of Thor: The 
Dark World - will give the 
wielder the ability to wipe out 
a planet in one fatal stroke. 

To make matters worse 
Ronan - who already has two 
worthy henchman in the form 
of Nebula (Brit Doctor Who 
star Karen Gillan) and Korath 
(Gladiator’s Djimon Hounsou) 
- has links to Thanos, the 
intergalactic menace seen at 
the end of Avengers Assemble. 

But despite all these nods to 
potential franchise cross¬ 
overs at a later date, Guardians 
of the Galaxy undoubtedly 
stands up as an outstanding 
film in its own right - and 
arguably has a broader demo¬ 
graphic appeal than any of 
Marvel’s previous films.

Summer BBQ 

Luton Hoo Hotel and Spa

AS FAR as Friday evenings go, one 
can do far worse than spending 
them at Luton Hoo. 

At £25 per adult and £12.50 for chil¬ 
dren under-14, Luton Hoo’s summer 
courtyard BBQ may be too pricey for 
regular visits, but if last week’s show¬ 
ing is anything to go by, it’s definitely 
worth visiting as a treat. 

At the start of the meal, cloudy 
skies threatened to spoil the occa¬ 
sion but the food on offer gave the 
mind - and tastebuds - something 
else to be preoccupied with. 


The BBQ was set in the five-star 
hotel’s Countryclub court yard, 
which made for a relatively intimate 
setting. 

At the suggestion of our host, my 
companion and I sat on the table 
nearest to the BBQ stand, where the 
chef was preparing a menu which, 
among other things, consisted of 
cajun chicken escalope with yoghurt 
and mint dressing, tiger prawn skew¬ 
ers in ginger and lemon grass and 
pork and apple sausages. 

On my first visit to the chef’s stand 
I filled my plate with the cajun chick¬ 
en, new potato and spring onion 
salad, tiger prawns, eight vegetable 
coleslaw and stuffed Romano 
peppers. 

The coleslaw and salad offered a 
refreshing alternative to the heat of 


the tender and freshly grilled chick¬ 
en and prawns. The second time 
round I substituted the chicken and 
prawns for a sausage and the Luton 
Hoo recipe burger. 

Just like their predecessors, the 
sausage and burger were well done, 
and just what you’d expect from a 
place with Luton Hoo’s reputation. 

For dessert, two dark chocolate 
brownies with muesli ganache and a 
few English strawberries with Devon 
clotted cream ensured a sweet 
ending to a meal which had deliv¬ 
ered on its promises. 

Luton Hoo’s summer BBQs are 
scheduled to run for the next three 
weeks on every Friday, so providing 
the weather remains favourable, it 
should make for a nice end to the 
week.

GREENING UP! 


Is the Rapid Spaceback GreenLine the 
car that best embodies the corporate 
ethos of Skoda? Its affordable to buy 
and cheap to run, but nevertheless offers 
decent quality and practicality. No, 
its no thriller to drive but in offering 
more than you think for less than you 
expected, this family hatch is well worth 
consideration. 

The GreenLine version of the Rapid Spaceback 
uses the otherwise familiar 1.6-litre TDI diesel 
engine, developing 90PS in this guise. You get 
a set of low rolling resistance tyres that are a 
little less forgiving in the sidewall, making an 
already firm riding car that bit stiffen There’s 
also a brake energy recovery system that lends 
the pedal quite an aggressive feel. It’s something 
that you’d get used to in a couple of days with 
the car but on first acquaintance you’ll need to 
cultivate a sensitive right foot. The five-speed 
manual gearbox seems a bit old school for a car 


that seems to have left few stones unturned in its 
quest for economy and there’s no option of a DSG 
twin-clutch transmission. 

It’s tempting to think of the GreenLine version 
of the Skoda Rapid Spaceback as an ideal car for 
people who don’t like cars. It’s not something that 
will induce any great passion, it’s merely a very 
good tool to do a specific job, namely making 
the act of owning a car less onerous and costly 
than it need be. Look beyond that, however, and 
the GreenLine comes into its own. It’s actually 
a very likeable thing. A car this economical 
and practical is a real enabler, something you’d 
take out for a drive when you’d probably leave a 
thirstier car in the garage. 

In that regard at least, the Rapid Spaceback 
GreenLine turns back the clock, to a time when 
you might just go for a drive to see what’s over the 
next horizon. Yes, you could spend more on a car 
with a flashier badge or a more adventurously- 
styled interior but you’d be trading off an element 
of freedom. Skoda might have finally hit upon the 
right stuff with this one.

Cullen strikes as Hatters return 
to Football League with a bang

LUTON Town began life back in 
the Football League with an excel¬ 
lent 1-0 win over Carlisle United at 
Brunton Park. 

Strike pairing Mark Cullen and 
Paul Benson showed there is life 
after Andre Gray as they combined 
for the only goal of the game on the 
half hour. 

Following an even first half for 
Town, Carlisle threw caution to the 
wind as they loaded the attack but 
astute defending from a new-look 
Luton backline and outstanding 
Mark Tyler goalkeeping kept rele¬ 
gated United at bay. 

The chances mounted up for 
Carlisle with Courtney Meppen- 
Walters and Billy Paynter going 
closest but it was Town who stole 
the win and first three points on 
their return after five years. 

The odds were for Luton before 
the clash with a favourable record 
of just one defeat in twelve matches 
against United. 

However, that loss came in their 
last meeting as the hosts pulled off 
a 2-1 victory and Luton sunk out of 
England’s third tier and deeper into 
the footballing wilderness. 

For this opening day clash, boss 


John Still threw in three of his new 
signings as defenders Paul Connolly 
and Luke Wilkinson and the 
returning Andy Drury from Crawley 
Town started. 

A red-hot atmosphere crackled 
just moments before kick-off as the 
travelling 1100 Hatters licked their 
lips in anticipation for their 
Football League return. 

It was Luton that took the early 
impetus as well as they penned 
back Graham Kavanagh’s men. 

Benson’s height was proving a real 
threat but his flick-ons were not 
being utilised. 

The home side seemed rattled 
with midfielder Gary Dicker side¬ 
footing out of play on halfway and 
should have found themselves 
behind in the eleventh minute as 
Cullen found space on the right- 
side of the box. 

His left-foot shot skewed awk¬ 
wardly wide of Mark Gillespie’s 
right-hand post though. 

Carlisle’s first response came in 
the 14th minute but right-back 
David Symington’s cross could not 
beat the newly trim figure of cap¬ 
tain Steve McNulty. 

United never seemed settled 
though and despite holding a two- 
division advantage over Luton last 
season, they looked nervy in front 
of an expectant home crowd. 

The inevitable soon came to frui¬ 
tion on the half hour as good build¬ 
up work allowed Benson to tee up 
strike partner Cullen who touched 
home with the simplest of chances. 


Luton were well and truly back. 

With the game meandering 
towards a more than satisfying 
half-time Hatters lead, the hosts’ 
only joy was coming through for¬ 
mer Liverpool youngster David 
Amoo. 

Sadly for the Blues, his finishing 
did not match his work-rate as 
Carlisle trudged off the pitch to 
scattered boos at the break. 

Home boss Kavanagh was deter¬ 
mined not to allow his side to begin 
the season with a loss and at the 
start of the second period he pro¬ 
pelled new striker Stephen Elliott 
into the fray. 

That change of tactic and guile 
soon perked up the Cumbrians as 
they surged the Town defence early 
on. 

However, veteran keeper Tyler 
exhibited his usual youthful ath¬ 
leticism as he first denied Meppen- 
Walters’ header then Paynter when 
he looked destined to equalise at 
the far post. 

Town’s defence had to resemble 
something similar to nearby 
Hadrian’s Wall in order to keep out 
the feisty northerners. 

With all their pressure, Carlisle’s 
front three could not find the killer 
finish to level proceedings and 
Drury almost punished them for 
their wastefulness. 

The midfielder, who made 23 
Hatters appearances back in the 
2010/11 season, brought the ball 
down beautifully on the edge of the 
home box but his volley pinged just 


wide. Several minutes later, Drury 
fluffed his lines as Cullen’s delicate 
cut-back evaded his waiting right 
boot. 

That was to be the 30-year-old’s 
final act of his second debut as Jim 
Stevenson, who missed much of 
last season through injury and loan 
spells, took his berth in central 
midfield with eleven minutes to go. 

Town were in need of fresh legs to 
see them over the line on their big 
day. 

Paynter’s 82nd-minute drive 
almost spoiled Luton’s afternoon’s 
work but it whizzed over Tyler’s bar. 

Luton held off the hosts in the lat¬ 
ter stages and with the sound of Mr 
Miller’s final whistle, a chorus of 
boos again rained down from the 
home support. 

Conference champions Town will 
not be too bothered about that 
though. 

They are back with a bang.
